Dear Mayor Laplante: 


I have received your letter of July 21, 1975 in which you discussed 
the operations of the Lehrer Landfill in the Town of Buchanan. I 
have discussed this matter with the Lake Michigan District office 
in the recent past and they recently completed another field 
investigation of that site and have made a report. In addition, 

I have also discussed the matter with the Department's Division 

of Enforcement since this matter has been referred to the Department 
of Justice for appropriate legal action. 


The case was referred to the Department of Justice in the fall of 197 
for operational problems at the landfill and also for failure to 

submit engineering plans. Mr. Lehrer has submitted engineering plans 

and the Solid Waste Management Section is communicating with Mr. Lehrer's 
consultant in order to have the plan upgraded and the design improved 

to adequate levels. Currently, the Division of Enforcement is also 
communicating with the Department of Justice pursuant to the latest 
inspection in order to proceed expeditiously with legal action concerning 
the operational problems at the landfill. Miss Linda Clifford, Assistant 
Attorney General, with the Department of Justice, is handling this 

case,
